Many Churchmen think of the Church as a place to go in order that 
something may be done to them, as a result of which their status in Eternity, 
somehow, will be changed. In contrast with this mistaken conception the 
Prayer Book tells us that, “The Church is the Body of which Jesus Christ is 
the Head, and all baptized people are the members”; and that our “‘bounden 
duty is to follow Christ, to worship God every Sunday in His Church; and 
to work and pray and give for the spread of his kingdom.” This is the essence 
of Eternal Life. 

To help us to do all these things the Church provides the Laying on of 
Hands wherein, after renewing the promises and vows of our Baptism, and 
declaring our loyalty and devotion to Christ as our Master, we receive the 
strengthening gifts of the Holy Spirit: after which our Lord provides the 
Sacrament of the Holy Communion for the continual strengthening and 
refreshing of our souls. But note that, “it is required of those who come to 
the Holy Communicn to examine themselves, whether they repent them truly 
of their former sins, with steadfast purpose to lead a mew life; to have a lively 
faith in God’s mercy through Christ, with a thankful remembrance of his 
death; and to be in charity with all men.” 

The point to all this is that membership in Christ's Church is not a passive, 
magical relationship; but an ‘active, cooperative privilege. As members of 
Christ’s Body, we must be alive and functioning to be worth anything at all.

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The Strength and the Weakness 
of the Episcopal Church

We can all be thankful that we be- 
long to the Episcopal Church, for in 
some res it represents Christian- 
ity at its best. We stand in the classi- 
cal tradition. Some of the best and 
most sensitive Christian souls have 
poured out their wisdom and devo- 
tion to leave us a heritage of which 
we need not be ashamed. The strength 
of our church is not merely superfi- 
cial, but goes to the very heart of the 
concept of worship and life which 
Jesus gave us. I would mention three 
aspects of this treasure of ours and 
then present three corresponding 
weaknesses against which we must 
fight. 

1. The thing that first strikes a 
sensitive person about the Episcopal 
Church is the beauty and dignity of 
its worship. The Book of Common 
Prayer can more than hold its own 
against any other liturgy in the world. 
By some accident, or was it Divine 
Providence, when the Reformation 
came and the old Catholic services 
were revised and translated to form 
our Prayer Book, Thomas Cranmer 
was Archbishop of Canterbury and 
_ directed the compilation. When it 
came to the cadences of the English 
language, he was a genius. There have 
been other men—Bishop Andrewes, 
Samuel Johnson, Cardinal Newman— 
who have written beautiful prayers— 


but only occasionally. Everything that 
Cranmer touched glowed. | 

Then our service when properly 
rendered is free from the tawdriness 
and ornateness of the Roman cere- 
monial and the informality of most 
of the other Protestant orders of wor- 
ship. Roman services are inadequate 
because being in a dead language they 
are incomprehensible. This is not a 
weakness from the Roman point of 
view because the service is not in- 
tended to appeal to the intellect. The 
priesthood does the thinking: it is 
the duty of the laity to attend and to 
conform. Non-conformist services do 
not satisfy us because they depend too 
largely on the intelligence and inge- 
nuity of the individual minister, and 
only an occasional minister has any 
liturgical sense. The genius of our 

pas: is that it is impersonal. Cler- 
gy and choir always wear the same 
clothes, and as much as possible we 
forget them while we join in the 
hymns and the prayers of the ages. 
We try to avoid ornateness or “fussi- 
ness” or affectation. 

2. The second element of strength 
in our church is its continuity, its tra- 
dition, and therefore its conservatism. 
We are not a new church, but a very 
old one. Our services, our creeds, our 
form of government go back to the 
very ——- of the Christian 
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movement. The early British Church 
had ome type of organization, the 
Medieval Church another, and today 
it has still a third; but during a delib- 
transformation there has been a delib- 
erate continuity. Think of it, a few 
years ago York minister celebrated 
the thirteen hundredth anniversary of 
its founding. Part of the original 
structure is still in use. History has 
left its mark upon us. 


For this reason we are rather con- 
servative. We like the old ways. This 
tradition makes for dignity. Fads 
have a much harder time taking root 
in our church than in any other ex- 
cepting the Roman and the Greek 
Catholic Churches. This conserva- 
tism is carried to extremes sometimes, 
as when Parliament refused to revise 
the English Prayer Book. But it is 
~ well to change slowly, for then most 


of the shock is removed. It is for this 


reason that we have not split as have 
some of our sister churches. 


3. Our third element of strength 
is our high regard for truth and for 
freedom. Our church has 
always been closely associated with 
gteat universities. We have tried to 
ordain only men properly prepared. 
The individual priest and layman is 
urged to read his Bible and other 
secular literature and to have an in- 
.telligent faith. We are expected to 
accept the general view of religion set 
forth in the Apostles’ and Nicene 
Creeds, but we are not bound by a 
formal confession of faith, or a body 


of doctrine. In other words we are a. - 


liberal church. 
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Our church has a minimum of 
laws. We welcome differences. Some 
of our people are Anglo-Catholics, 
other extreme Protestants; others are 
prohibitionists, socialists, pacifists. 
Some go in for fasting, and others 
are not so keen about it. Our people 
differ on these matters. The ideal of 
the church is not to make laws about 
matters on which there may be hon- 
est difference of opinion. All of us 
are at liberty to try to convert others 
to our way of thinking; but we are 
not at liberty to force our opinions 
upon the body of Christ. Moreover 
since we are a free church we believe 
in the democratic method of carrying 
on our business and life. — 

These it seems to me are three great 
values to be found in the Episcopal 
Church. They ate offset by three 
weaknesses. 


1. The first of the weaknesses is 
pride. The soutces of this pride are 
the same as they are elsewhere— 
wealth, tradition, education. We have 
been a rich church, tied up with the 
English aristocracy, and in the past 
a larger percentage of our young peo- 
ple have gone to college than the 
young people of other communions. 
With the coming of the Oxford 
movement we developed a new source 
of pride—the belief that since we be- 
longed to the Catholic tradition, we 
were a true church, and the Protestant 
communions no churches at all. 

Now it would be easy to show that 
today all this assumption of superior- 
ity has very little foundation. The 
Roman Church has a longer tradition: 
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than we have. Wealth and education 


are pretty well distributed. And . 


when we start to talk about spiritual 
gifts, it would be a brave man who 
would try to demonstrate that we 
have been more pious, more moral, or 
more humanitarian than our sister 
churches, But what about the true 
church? Well, it is not apostolic suc- 
cession that can make us that, but 
only the spirit of Christ. Judaism 
was once the true church; but when it 
failed to live up to its destiny, a new 
church took its place. God is not 
bound by continuity and tradition. All 
of which is beside the point. All 
ptide is false pride. 

2. Our second weakness is indif- 
ference. This is a result largely of 
our pride. When we get the notion 
that we belong to the true church, 
and that since we have been con- 
firmed and pay a nominal allegiance 
to the church, we are all right, then 
wé sink into innocuous desuetude. 
It is amazing to hear persons who have 
not been to church for years and who 
would be flabbergasted if asked to say 
grace, announce that they are good 
Episcopalians. 

This indifference is the price we 
pay for our liberalism and freedom. 
We do not demand anything of our 
people: so they conclude that if they 
do nothing they have fulfilled their 
obligations. Something, just what I 


_ am not sure, must be done to con- 


vince persons that they have no busi- 
ness being confirmed unless they are 
going to take their vows seriously. 
This much I am sure of: unless we 
become more intelligent about our 


3. Our third weakness is 
mony. As pride begets indifference: 
so indifference begets penuriousness. 
It would be interesting to investigate 
what those who boast most loudly of 
the glory of the Anglican Communion 
give in dollars and cents to further the 
cause of Christ. This lack of generous 
support is due partly to our English 
background. In England the church 
has large endowments, and the aver- 
age layman gives a pittance in offer- 
ings. Such a condition is unfortunate 
there: it is disastrous here. Our lib- 
eralism also helps to defeat us. We 
take it for granted that what a per- 
son gives is his private business and 
we trust him to do the right thing. 
The result is that many spend more 
on cigatets than they do on the church 
of the living God. 

Here is the basic objection that we 
often find to missions in our church. 
It costs money to maintain a mission- 
ary program, and our people have 
other places for their money. Then 
we end up with the ultimate absurd- 
ity that “it isn’t spiritual to talk about 
money.” Christ had a different view 
of the matter: “Where a man’s trea- 
sure is, there is his heart also.” If 
we afe going to get to a person's 
heart, we must talk about his money. 

It is a lovely thing to contemplate 
our church, its glory and its strength; 
but it also is salutary to think at the 
same time of its weaknesses.

The Bishop was nearing the age of 
three score years and ten. Thi 


yeats had passed since his consecra- 
tion. In 1915 and again in 1916 he 
had spent periods in St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, These warnings were not to be 
ignored. The time had come to ask 
. the Diocese for a Bishop-Coadjutor. 
The consent of the National Church 
was obtained for the election, and the 
Convention met on July 2nd, 1919. 
On the third ballot the Rev. Dr. 
Edward Lambe Parsons was elected. 
The Convention sang the Gloria in 


excelsis when the results became 


known. Bishop Parsons was duly con- 
secrated in Grace Cathedral, on Wed- 
nesday, November Sth, 1919, and 


entered vigorously upon his Episcopal 
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duties. 

In 1923 Bishop Nichols celebrated 
the Jubilee of his ordination to the 
Diaconate ; fifty years of faithful serv- 
ice in the ministry. As a tribute to his 
untiring efforts for the good of the 
Church in California, the Diocese 
granted him a year’s leave of absence. 
Together with the leave of absence, 
thoughtfulness, appointed a Commit- 
tee to arrange for a celebration of the 
anniversaries of both the fiftieth year 
of his ordination, and the thirty-third 
year of his consecration. In each par- 
ish and mission a service of Holy 
Communion was held on St. John 
Baptist’s Day, June 24th. 

On June Sth, 1924, California's 
Second Bishop passed to his eternal 
rest. In 1923 he had written these 
words which prove that he knew the 
end was approaching. For all of us 
they may have meaning: 

“That I am still spared to minister 
in spiritual things and that the oppor- 
tunities of my half century in that 
ministry are open to me in cordial and 
grateful continuance in my dear Dioc- 
esan field, so far as I can humbly 
improve them, is one of the most pre- 
cious solaces of the Eventide of life. 
May the Chief Shepherd help me to 
learn more and more deeply that les- 
son from numbering the remaining 
days of my age of getting a heart of 
wisdom to go in and out among my 
people with a yearning to impart to 
them, the sick and the whole, some 
spiritual gift.

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The Revised Standard Version of 
~The New Testament

“The most 


important publication 
of 1946” is the way in which a blurb 


on the dust jacket describes this new 
version of the New Testament. It is 
no exaggerated claim. Not since 1901 
has there appeared a Biblical transla- 
tion from the hands of an officially 


appointed group of Protestant schol- 


ars. The present volume is the first 
part of an essay to revise the entire 
American Standard Version of the 
Bible, and the Old Testament portion 
is to appear in 1950. 

The work appears under the aus- 
pices of the International Council of 
Religious Education (Thomas Nelson 
& Sons, publishers). The committee 


_ responsible for the New Testament 


were: Walter Russell Bowie of Union 
Theological Seminary, Miller Bur- 
rows of Yale University, Henry J. 
Cadbury of Harvard University, Clar- 
ence T. Craig of Oberlin Graduate 
School of Theology; Edgar J. Good- 
speed of the University of California 
at Los Angeles, Frederick C. Grant of 
Union, Luther A. Weigle of Yale 
Divinity School (chairman), Abdel

Seminary and, until his death in 1944, 
James Moffatt. 

In reviewing this New Testament, 
one would like to have had before 
him the companion volume which the 
revisers have promised, and which is 


to describe the lines on which the 
revision has been carried out. Lacking 
this, we must rely on evidences from 
the book itself—evidences which are 
interesting in the extreme. 

On opening the book, the first thing 
to strike the eye is the beautiful 
typography. The single columns are 
printed in a type size that is univer- 
sally recognized to be the best for. 
comfortable reading. Next one no- 
tices the shorter paragraphs, averaging 
probably one-third as long as those 
of the old American Standard. Poetic 
structure is indicated with 
frequency than in the old version. 
Quotation marks are used, both for 
direct sayings and for many (not all) 
allusions to the Old Testament. One 
characteristic will no doubt find ob- 
jectors, viz., the retention of verse 
numbers in the text, where the prac- 
tice of most modern translators has 
been to put them in the side margin. 
Here the verse numbers are mostly 
superscripts, somewhat like the foot- 
note marks of ordinary books. While 
that is an improvement on the Amier- 
ican Standard, it still bothers the eye 

The publishers advertise the Eng- 
lish style of the version as embodying 
“the enduring diction, simplicity and 
thythmic beauty of the King James.” 
Indeed it is a more pleasant book to

The Presiding Bishop’s Easter Message

Easter this year comes at a time 
when it is clear that the proclamation 
of Christian ideals needs to be supple- 
mented by a demonstration of the 
power to carry them into effect. It is 


mot our ability to repeat Christian for- 
‘mulas but our capacity to live in ac- 


cord with them that will win men to 
faith in the Risen Christ. This ca- 
pacity is produced not by our own 
striving, but is the gift of God. 
God’s bestowal of power through 
the Risen Christ is not made once for 
all. It is a continuing reinforcement 
through which our own lives approach 
ever nearer to the Divine standard of 
perfection. As He calls us to new 
tasks He qualifies us for their per- 
formance. Surely on this Easter we 
must be conscious of the fact that God 
is summoning His Church to fulfill a 
responsibility immeasurably greater 


~ than any which He has assigned to us 


in the past. Not only is it world-wide 
in scope, but its fulfillment involves 
problems which have hitherto baffled 
us. Can we give to love and justice an 
impetus which will enable them to 


penetrate the barriers of race preju- 
dice? Can nations measure up to 
Christian standards in their interna- 
tional activities? The very asking of 
these questions indicates our need of 
a greater outpouring of the power of 
the Risen Christ. 

If world peace and world unity de- 
pend upon an adequate answer to just 
such questions, where shall we find it 
apart from Him? Shall we not then 
on this Easter seek those things which 
are above where Christ sitteth on the 
right hand of God. At such a time as 
this we realize only too clearly that we 
are not already perfect, that our pres- 
ent lives are an insufficient witness to 
a power adequate to meet the world’s 
needs. Easter assures us, however, 
that He who raised up Jesus will en- 
able us to walk in newness of life. 
The problems that confront us may 
from our human level seem impos- 
sible of solution. Yet Easter reminds 
us that the Resurrection which we 
celebrate proves the truth of our

For most modern readers, however, 
questions about diction, or even about 
the underlying Greek text will be sub- 
sidiary to the value of the new version 
as a translation. Here, many signifi- 
cant features call for notice. 

1. Despite many innovations, the 
over-all aspect of the version is de- 
cidely conservative. All the New 
Testament books except Hebrews are 
ascribed to their traditional authors. 
No conjectural amendations appear to 
have been admitted, even in the foot- 
thodox, as when we read (2 Tim. 
3:16) not “All scripture which in- 
spired . is profile” bat “Al 
scripture is inspited by God 
profitable.” At Tit. 2:13 
larly at 2 Pet. 1:1) it is not “the 
great God and our Savior Jesus 
Christ” but “our great God and Sav- 
ior Jesus Christ.” At Rom. 9:5, on 
the other hand, a period is placed 
after “Christ’’ and there follows, 
“God who is over all be blessed 
for ever.” 

2. With great frequency readings 
are taken up into the text which, in 
the Great American Standard, were 
placed in the margin (e.g., 1 Tim. 
6:21; 2 Tim. 1:9, 12; Tit. 3:10; 
Philem. 6, 10, 20, 25). This is all to 
the good. in ‘the older version, su- 
perior renderings often failed of ad- 
mission because, while having a ma- 
jority of the committee in their favor, 
they did not get the necessary two- 
thirds vote.

3. The Revised Standard is a less 
literal rendering of the Greek than 
was the American Standard of 1901. 
This would be evident from what was 
said in the first part of this review. 
It will be seen still more clearly when 
we come to the subject of paraphras- 
ing. 

4, Depending as it does on the 
most recent advances in Greek lexi- 
cogtaphy, the new translation is often 
markedly superior to the American 
Standard. Over a hundred such im- 
provements have been noted in the 
test section alone. For example, pres- 
butes is rightly translated “‘ambassa- 


dor” instead of “aged” at Philem. 9. 


Jas. 3:1 now reads, correctly, ‘Let 
not many of you be masters.” “Silly 
myths” is both more accurate and 
more than “old wives’ fables” 
(1 Tim. 4:7). Jas. 5:16b, which has 
always been a poser for translators, is 
now, “The prayer of a righteous man 
has great power in its effects.” 

5. Question arises, however, re- 
garding the treatment of some indi- 
vidual words. Amnomia, for example, 
is “lawlessness” at Heb. 1:9, recall- 
ing the critical significance of the 
Torah to early Christians, that would 
have been a good translation for it at 
several other points. Dowlos is usually 
~>“*glave” in the bodies of the letters, 
but it is “servant” in their salutations 
as well as in the gospels (e.g., Mt 
25): why not “slave” everywhere? 
‘To keep “gentile” and “nation” for 
ethnes misses the opprobrium with 
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both Jews and Jewish Christians; 
Goodspeed’s “heathen” would be 
better. Hypostasis (Heb. 11:1) cer- 
tainly means more than “assurance” 
despite the American Standard. And 
it is difficult to see why charis is 
sometimes reduced from “grace” to 
“approval.” 

6. The treatment of weights and 
measures is not consistent. The Jewish 
hours of the day are retained unex- 
plained. “‘Denarius’”’ and “talent” are 
kept, and their values given in a foot- 
note (Mt. 18:24, 28) yet assarion and 
kodrantes are both translated “penny” 
—even though one had four times 
the value of the other. Stadia are éx- 

for their value in miles. 
“Cubit” is changed to its value in 
yards at Jn. 21:8, but is kept, unex- 
plained, at Mt. 6:27 and Rev. 21:17. 

7. The feature of the translation 
which, to the mind of this writer, 
taises the greatest question, is the 
marked disposition to paraphrase and 
to introduce explanatory words 
(which usually are not indicated as 
such). True, this practice accords 
with present-day custom, of translat- 
ing idiom by idiom and sentence by 
sentence, rather than word by word. 
Moreover, a circumlocution or ex- 
planatory phrase will often clarify an 
obscure passage for the general reader. 
Certainly, however, such procedures 
involve at least three important dan- 
gets. (a) The uninformed reader 
‘May get the impression that the an- 
cient writer used significant words 
which he did not use, or entertained 
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notions that did not actually arise 
until centuries later. (b) Sometimes 
the ancient writer is really unclear, or 
has deliberately strived for Semitic 
idiom, or has purposely introduced a 
double entendre. To obscure these 
facts is to misrepresent the text. (c) 
Any paraphrase or use of explana- 
tory words means the freezing into 
print of a single interpretation to the 
exclusion of other, and it may be 
equally tenable, interpretations. More- 
over, it puts the translation at the 
mercy of every slightest gain in 
knowledge or change in exegetical 
fashion.’ No translation, of course, 
can entirely escape this hazard. But 
the more a translation paraphrases, 
the more it is in danger of becoming 
outmoded, and failing to be a stand- 
ard for succeeding decades. 

These remarks have been by way 
of general observation. But that they 
apply, at least in a measure, to the 
version under review will be seen 
from several examples, again taken 
from the test section. | 

The names of God, Christ and 
Jesus are inserted again and again 
where they do not occur in the Greek; 
some fifteen times in Hebrew alone. 
While this has rarely affected the 
‘sense (though cp. Heb. 3:6; 4:10; 
1 Pet. 2:9) some readers are bound 
to wish that the revisers had not so 
freely interpolated these names where 


the original authors did not use them. . 


Heb. 2:8 has (like Moffatt and 
Goodspeed) “In putting everything 
in subjection to man, he left nothing 
outside his control. As it is, we do 


mankind. It would be quite natural, 
however, to say in the face of perse- 
cution that all things were not yet 
subject to Christ. That that is the 


quoted a series of Psalms as prophe- 
cies of Christ. 

The reading “married only once” 
(1 Tim. 3:2, 12; 5:9; Tit. 1:5) will 
no doubt give aid and comfort to the 
Eastern Orthodox. The Greek, how- 
ever, reads “husband of one wife,” 
‘wife of one husband,” which is not, 
or not certainly, the same thing. 

To say that Moses “kept the Pass- 
over and sprinkled the blood” (Heb. 
11:28) misses the author's point, that 
Moses instituted these practices. 

1 Tim. 6:11, “Aim at righteous- 
ness,” seems much too weak. The 
Greeks says to pursue it.

must be added the fact that this is no 
private venture, but was done by an 
interdenominational body of some of 
the ablest New Testament scholars in 
America.

There 
could hardly be a more succinctly 
effective statement of reasons for re- 
vising the old versions, than what is 
said near the close of the preface to 
this New Testament: “Men need the 
Word of God in our time and here- 
after as never before. That Word 
must not be disguised in phrases that 
are no longer clear, or hidden under 
words that have changed or lost their 
meaning. It must stand forth in 
language that is direct and plain and 
meaningful to people today.” |
